[\6th  October,  1956] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  me- 
dical practitioners  of  the  Homoeopathic  sys- 
tem of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Delhi. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Delhi  State  Legislative  Assembly 
in  the  Seventh  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows : —

Part  II— Establishment  of  Board

3.  (1)  The  State  Government  may,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
by  a ’notification  in  the  official  Gazette  establish  a Board  to 
be  called,  “The  Board  of  Homoeopathic  system  of  Medicine, 
Delhi”.  The  Board  shall  be  a body  corporate,  shall  have 
perpetual  succession  and  a common  seal  and  may  by  the 
said  name  sue  and  be  sued. 


(2)  The  Board  shall  consist  of  nine  members  and  shall 
be  constituted  in  the  following  manner,  namely : — 

(a)  six  members,  who  have  put  in  at  least  10  years 
practice  in  Homoeopathy,  elected  by  the  registered  pra- 
ctitioners from  amongst  themselves; 

(b)  one  practitioner  nominated  by  the  State  Gov- 
ernment; 

(c)  one  member  from  the  public  having  interest  in 
Homoeopathy  nominated  by  the  State  Government; 
and 

(d)  the  Director  or  an  Assistant  Director  of  Health 
Services,  Delhi  State,  nominated  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment. 

(3)  The  election  of  members  referred  to  in  clause  (a)  of 
sub-section  (2)  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  at  such  place 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 


Chairman  r 4.  The  State  Government  shall  nominate  any  member 
and  Vice-  of  the  Board  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  Vice-Chair- 
Chairman.  man  0f  the  Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  from  amongst 
its  members.

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5.  The  term  of  office  of  a member  will  be  three  years  Term  of 
from  the  date  of  election  or  nomination  as  a member.  The  °®cc 
State  Government  may  however  from  time  to  time,  by  noti- 
fication in  the  official  Gazette,  extend  this  term  by  such  pe- 
riod not  exceeding  two  years  in  the  aggregate  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  notification. 

6.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  Chapter,  First  Board

7.  The  Vice-Chairman  or  any  member  may  at  any  time  Resignation, 
resign  his  office  by  a letter  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 

Board.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  wishing  to  resign  may 
forward  his  written  resignation  to  the  State  Government. 

8.  If  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  or  a member  of  Filling  of 
the  Board  dies  or  resigns  or  from  any  cause  whatsoever  casual  va- 
ceases  to  be  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  or  a member  the  fancies  in 
vacancy  so  created  shall  be  filled  by  fresh  nomination  or  c°h*“ 
election,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  such  period  as  may  be  man,  Vice-

(d)  obtains  any  employment  under  the  Board  or 
has  without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment acquired  directly  or  indirectly  by  himself  or  by 
a partner  any  share  or  interest  in  any  contract  with* 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  or 

(e)  has  so  flagrantly  abused  in  any  manner  his 
position  as  much  as  to  render  his  continuance  detrimen- 
tal to  the  interest  of  the  Board.

Provided  that  when  the  State  Government  proposes  to 
take  action  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
an  opportunity  of  explanation  shall  be  given  to  the  member 
concerned,  and  when  such  action  is  taken  the  reason  there- 
for shall  be  placed  on  record. 
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(2)  The  decision  of  the  State  Government  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  court  of  law.

(b)  during  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chairman 
or  the  incapacity  or  temporary  absence  of  the  Chair- 
man, perform  any  other  duty  or  power  of  the  Chair- 
man; 

(c)  at  any  time  perform  any  duty  and  exercise, 
when  occasion  arises,  any  power  delegated  to  him  by 
the  Chairman  under  section  12. 

14.  If  the  registered  practitioners  fail  by  such  date  as  Nominatoin 
may  be  prescribed,  to  elect  the  requisite  number  of  members  of  members 
or  to  fill  up  any  vacancy,  the  State  Government  may  fill  up  mf  dffa.u,t 
such  vacancies  or  vacancy  by  nomination  of  persons  or  per-  0 e ec  lon- 
son  qualified  to  be  elected.

17.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  and  Meeting  of 
every  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  summoned  in  such  man-  the  Board, 
ner  as  may  be  provided  for  by  regulations : 

Provided  that  until  such  regulations  are  made,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Chairman  to  summon  a meeting  of  the 
Board  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  deem  expedient 
by  circulating  notice  to  each  member. 

18.  (1)  Every  meeting  shall.be  presided  over  by  the  Procedure 

Chairman  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Vice-Chairman.  at  meetings

(2)  If  at  a meeting  neither  the  Chairman  nor  the  Vice- 
Chairman  is  present,  the  members  present  shall  elect  one  of 
the  members  present  to  be  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  and 
such  chairman  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  may  exercise 
all  the  powers  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  when  presid- 
ing at  the  meeting. 

(3)  All  questions  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be 
decided  by  a majority  of  votes  of  the  members  present  and 
voting.

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(4)  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  chairman  of  the 
meeting  shall  have  a second  or  casting  vote.

Validity  of  20.  (1)  No  vacancy  in  the  Board  shall  vitiate  any  act 
proceeding,  or  proceeding  of  the  Board. 


(2)  No  disqualification  of,  or  defect  in  the  election  or 
nomination  of,  any  person  acting  as  a member  of  the  Board 
■ or  as  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  or  presiding  authority 
at  a meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  vitiate  any  act  or  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  in  which  such  person  has  taken  part,  if 
the  majority  of  parsons  who  took  part  in  such  act  or  pro- 
ceedings were  duly  qualified. 

Part  IV. — Staff  and  Medical  Registration 

Registrar  t 21.  (1)  The  Board  shall  with  the  previous  approval  of 
and  , tlje  State  Government  appoint  a Registrar  who  shall  be  the 
other  officer  Secretary  to  the  Board.  The  Registrar  shall  receive  such 
servants  saiary  an(j  allowances  and  shall  be  governed  by  such  con- 
° ra  ditians  of  service  as  may  be  prescribed.  The  Chairman  may 

from  time  to  time  grant  him  leave  and  may  temporarily 
appoint  a person  to  act  in  his  place.  Any  person  duly  ap- 
peinted  to  act  as  Registrar  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  Regis- 
trar for  all  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  Any  order  of  the  Board  appointing,  punishing  or 
removing  the  Registrar  from  his  office  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  State  Government. 

(3)  The  Board  may  appoint  such  other  officers  and 
servants  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Act: 


Provided  that  the  number,  designations,  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  such  officers  and  servants  shall  be  fixed  under  the 
regulations  framed  by  the  Board : 
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Provided  further  that  the  powers  of  the  Board  to  punish, 
dismiss,  discharge  and  remove  any  officer  or  servant  of  the 
Board  shall  be  subject  to  rules  and  regulations. 

(4)  All  questions  of  recruitment,  promotions,  leave, 
provident  fund  and  other  conditions  of  service  relating  to 
staff  shall  be  governed  by  rules. 

(5)  The  Registrar  or  any  other  officer  or  servant  ap- 
pointed under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a public 
servant  within  the  meaning  of  section  21  of  the  Indian  Penal 
Code. 


22.  (1)  The  Board  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  Order  by 
commencement  of  this  Act,  and  from  time  to  time  as  oc-  ®a?ntenance 
cation  may  require  make  orders  regulating  the  maintenance  Gf  register, 
of  a register  of  practitioners.

23.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  subject  Duties  of 
to  any  general  and  special  orders  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  Registrar, 
the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  keep  the  register  and  discharge 

such  other  functions  as  are  required  to  be  discharged  by  him 
under  this  Act  or  by  the  rules  made  thereunder. 


(2)  The  Registrar  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  keep  the 
register  correct  and  up-to-date  and  may  from  time  to  time 
enter  therein  any  material  alteration  in  the  addresses  or 
qualifications  of  the  practitioners.  He  shall  also  remove 
from  the  register  the  names  of  the  registered  practitioners 
who  die  or  who  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  cease  to 
be  entitled  to  remain  on  the  register. 


(3)  The  State  Government  may  direct  that  no  alterations 
in  the  entries  in  respect  of  additional  qualifications  shall  be 
made  unless  such  fee  as  may  be  prescribed  is  paid. 


(4)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  Registrar  may 
write  to  any  registered  practitioner  at  the  address  which  is 
entered  in  the  register  to  inquire  whether  he  has  ceased  to 
practice  or  has  changed  his  residence  and  if  no  answer  is 
received  to  the  said  letter  within  three  months,  the  Registrar 
may  issue  a registered  reminder,  and  in  case  no  reply  is 
received  to  the  reminder  within  one  month  from  the  date 
of  its  issue,  he  may  remove  the  name  of  the  said  practitioner 
from  the  register 


Provided  that  the  Board  may,  if  it  thinks  fit,  direct  that 
the  name  of  the  practitioner  be  re-entered  in  the  register. 
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24.  (1)  Every  person  possessing  the  qualification  men- 
tioned in  the  schedule  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  Act,  and  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  may  be 
prescribed  in  this  behalf,  be  entitled  to  have  his  name  en- 
tered in  the  register  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe  : 


Provided  that  an  application  for  entry  in  the  register

trar regarding  the  registration  of  any  person  or  the  making

/days  of  such  registration  or  entry,  appeal  to  the  Board. 

(3)  Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  and  decided  by  the  Board 
in  the  prescribed  manner. 

(4)  The  Board  may,  on  its  own  motion  or  on  the  appli- 
cation of  any  person  and  after  calling  for  an  explanation 
from  the  person  concerned  and  considering  the  same  cancel 
or  alter  any  entry  in  the  register  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  such  entry  was  fraudulently  or  incorrectly  made  or 
obtained. 

Renewal  fee.  25.  (i)  The  State  Government  may,  by  notification  in 
the  Official  Gazette,  direct  that  for  the  retention  of  a name 
in  the  register  after  the  name  is  first  entered  in  the  register, 
there  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  such  renewal  fee  and  for 
such  period  as  may  be  prescribed  and  where  such  direction 
has  been  made,  such  renewal  fee  shall  be  due  to  be  paid 
in  the  manner  prescribed. 

(2)  Where  a renewal  fee  is  not  paid  before  the  due  date, 
the  Registrar  shall  remove  the  name  of  the  defaulter  from 
the  register: 

Provided  that  a name  so  removed  may  be  restored  to 
the  register  on  payment  of  such  fees  and  in  such  manner 
ah  may  be  prescribed. 

Removal  of  26*  The  Board  may  direct  that  the  name  of  any  practi- 
names  from  tioner  who  has  been  convicted  of  a cognizable  offence  as 
the  register,  defined  in  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1898,  which 
discloses  such  defect  of  moral  character  as  is  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  sufficient  to  make  him  unfit  to  practise  his  pro- 
fession or  who,  after  due  enquiry  has  been  found  guilty  of 
conduct  which  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  informed  in 
any  professional  respect  shall  be  removed  from  the  register. 
The  Board  may,  on  sufficient  cause  being  shown,  also  direct 
that  the  name  of  the  practitioner  so  removed  shall  be  re- 
entered in  the  register.

fixed  in  this  behalf  by  the  Board,  cause  to  be  published  in  entered  in 
the  Official  Gazette  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Board  tiie  re8i»ter* 
may  prescribe,  a full  or  supplementary  list  of  the  names  for 
the  time  being  entered  in  the  register  and  setting  forth — 


(a)  all  names  entered  in  the  register  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order; 

(b)  the  registered  address  and  appointment  held 
by  or  actual  employment  of  each  person  whose  name  is 
entered  in  the  register;  and 

(c)  the  registered  titles,  degrees  and  qualifications 
of  each  such  person  and  the  date  on  which  each  such 
title  or  degree  was  granted  or  qualification  acquired. 

Provided  that  the  Registrar  shall  from  time  to  time  get 
.published  in  the  Official  Gazette  the  names  of  such  practi- 
tioners whose  names  have  been  duly  removed  under  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 


(2)  In  any  proceeding  it  shall  be  presumed  that  every 
person  entered  in  such  list  is  a registered  practitioner  and 
that  any  person  not  so  entered  is  not  a registered  practi- 
tioner; " 

, Explanation. — In  the  case  of  a person  whose  name  has 

' been  entered  in  the  register  after  the  last  publication  of  the 
list,  a certified  copy  signed  by  the  Registrar,  of  the  entry 
of  the  name  of  such  person  in  the  register  shall  be  evidence 
that  such  person  is  registered  under  this  Act.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  issued  free  of  charge. 


29.  (1)  The  Board  may  by  regulations  lay  down  the  Examinations 
qualifications  required  for  admission  to  a course  of  training 
in  the  Homoeopathic  system  of  medicine,  the  course  of  such 
training,  and  the  qualifying  examinations  and  may  establish 
the  necessary  institutions  to  give  such  training  and  may  hold 
such  examinations  and  confer  diplomas.

fit,  whether  in  India  or  abroad  and  to  endow  Chairs 
of  Homoeopathy  in  institutions  affiliated  to  the  Board;
